Des Moines—CT)—American busi- 
ness men today studied an invita- 
tion from Secretary of Commerce 
Harry L. Hopkins for labor, agri- 
culture and business to join govern- 
ment "on the same side of the table" 
to work out the nation's economic 
,problems. 


In a speech filled with references 


to "free enterprise", "private invest- 
ment," and "business confidence" 
the secretary last night asserted the 
national administration is out to 
promote recovery "with all the vig- 
or and power at its command." 


"The government earnestly wishes 
that these things (recovery) be ac- 
complished, and we ask that labor, 
the farmer and business men join 
us not across, but on the same side 
ol the table to accomplish our.com- 
mon purpose," Hopkins asserted. 
First comment from 
business 
circles indicated a favorable reac- 
tion, in general. 
However, there 
were some who softened their ap- 
praisal of Hopkins' plans with a 
suggestion business wait for a prac- 
tical demonstration of his program. 


Hopkins first formal address since 
joining President Roosevelt's cabinet 
was made in a business meeting. He 
was introduced to a Des Moines 
Economic club dinner by B. 
F. 


Kauffman, president of a bank here. 
On the other side of the speaker sat 
W. A. Harriman. of Harriman. X. Y, 
Chairman of the Union Pacific rail- 
road board of directors and chair- 
man of the business advisory coun- 
cil for the department of commerce. 
Called Enconraginr 


Harriman said the speech "should 
be encouraging to everyone respon- 
sible for the conduct of business." 
He predicted Hopkins will be-"the 
greatest secretary of commerce we 
ever had." 


In New York, Floyd B. Carlisle, 
chairman of Consolidated Edison 
company of New York, and Wendell 
L. Willkic. president of common- 
wealth and Southern corporation, 
commented" favorably on Hopkins' 
speech. 


The secretary outlined a federal 


program of encouragement to indus- 
try which recommended: 


A tolerant attitude by labor in 


dealings with employers. 


Assistance for small business. 
Use of utilities as one means 


of breaking "the log-jam of pri- 
vate investment" 
"Xo general rise in federal 
taxes," and amendment of those 
levies which tend ts freeze the 
necessary flow of capital. 


An increased national income

slack and to balance the budget 


Greater returns to the farmer 


The former national WPA ad- 


ministrator, a native lowan. recog- 
nized lack of business confidence 
as a "bard stubborn fact" He said: 


"It may be as real a deterrent 


to restored business health as any 
we have to deal with.

at Hungarist headquarters. Police 
said keys to several codes were 
found. Some confiscated sheets were 
filled with columns of numbers 
thought to be membership lists 
which could be read only in con- 
junction with other lists containing 
jumbled names. 


Police declared they had evidence 


that the Hungarists aimed at a 
change in the state by violence.

Both acknowledged continued op- 
position to the nazis in Germany. 


Today's police notice provided 


that as soon as the 100 names are 
furnished, the necessary reductions 
for taxes, the billion-mark fine lev- 
ied on Jews last November after 
the killing of Ernst vom Rath in 
Paris, the capital flight tax and a

aged Jews unable to emigrate -will 
be taken from the fortunes of the 
nominees.

address Harry I* Hopkins, secre- 
tary of commerce, delivered before 
the DCS Moines Economic Club last 
night follows: 


I am glad to be back in Iowa to 


night I was born and raised here. 
My father and mother spent their 
lives here. I realize full well that 
whatever I do and think is pro- 
foundly influenced by the way they 
brought me up. That heritage from 
my home has always been a source 
of abiding strength to me. 


I have been identified in the pub- 


lic mind with the relief of the un- 
employed. It is an identity of which 
I am proud. With every energy at 
my command .1 have tried to ad- 
minister funds made available by 
congress so as to protect the dignity 
of millions of American citizens 
who were thrown out of work, and 
to assure them the relief which I 
believe is theirs as a matter of 
right I am convinced that in time 
to come all of us will look back on 
the past six years as the years dur- 
ing which this nation developed an 
enlightened social attitude towards 
people who are poor and out of 
work—an attitude that gives and 
will continue to give new confi- 
dence to masses of needy people. 


I believe that the unemployed 


should be given work and not be 
returned to the degradation that 
comes with a basket of groceries 
and a handout on Saturday night. 
I believe that unemployment is a 
national problem; which only the 
federal government can effectively 
meet I do not believe that the de- 
cision of whether an unemployed 
man shall recieve work should be 
left to the good intentions of a local 
official. 


Many people have disagreed with 


me both as to my philosophy of re- 
lief for the unemployed and as to 
my administration of it. On trat I 
can only say that my philosophy is 
born of deep conviction, and my 
administration of it, with its mis- 
takes and successes, is a matter of 
public record. 


No Apologies 


In many respects, the job that we 


did was pitifully inadequate. 
nave no apologies to make because 
we tried to do so much. I only wish 
we could have done more. 


Now the president has given me 


another task. Instead of working 
primarily for the one-third o* the 
population on the lower rungs o: 
the economic ladder, I consider thi; 
job one more closely 
identified 


with the two-thirds of the pecula- 
tion earning their living by what 
we consider to be the normal pro- 
cess of our economic system. 


I have yet to see an unemployed 


man receiving a government bene- 
fit, dignified as it may be, who did 
not prefer 
private 
employment. 


This preference on his part repte 
sents a hope essential to the future 
of our democracy. The placing o 
far more people on private pay- 
rolls is, of and by itself, * simple 
statement of our objectives. I have 
yet to see a. business man wno did 
not prefer to give these men work 
if he could, rather than pay them 
wages in the form of taxes to be 
expended 
by 
the 
government. 


Hence, we have the worker who 
wants to work, and the employer 
who -would like to hire him. and 


many people have lost their confi- 
dence. 


Old methods of doing things were 


changed—the old setting was re- 
placed by a new one—new laws- 
new procedure—new precedents. In- 
consistencies and conflict were mag- 
nified—reassurance were ignored 
and some lawyers, by their short- 
sighted counsel, added greatly to 
the uncertainties of business men. 


And yet there are few today who 


are not glad that this great program 
of social reform is on the 
statute 


books. If we look back at the reform 
of the past 20 years, taken as 
a 


whole, it is by no means startling in 
amount or scope. That laws had to 
be passed in a short period is re- 
grettable, but that was the price we 
paid for the past when previous ad- 
ministrations sold the nation short 
on long overdue social legislation. 
Is it not, therefore, better to have a 
program of reform substantially 
completed than to have to look for- 
ward to important changes not be- 
gun? With the emphasis shifted from 
reform to recovery, this administra- 
tion is now determined to promote 
that recovery with all the vigor and 
power at its command. 


As part of this drive for recovery, 


it is important that there be a prop- 
er recognition of the value to busi- 
ness of government expenditures- 
made in the proper way—in the 
p_roper amount —and at the proper 
time. I would ask that the problem 
be examined seriously and not in 
any narrow partisan way. I ask you 
to read not only political speeches, 
but what other serious and thought- 
ful people write on this subject. 


Must Sustain Business 


If f were to state our position or: 


government spending in relation to 
private profits, it would be this—a 
responsibility of government with 
respect to the health of business is 
to make sure that business, as 
a 


whole, is properly sustained. 
At 


many times and for considerable 
periods business is well able to pro- 
vide its own norurishment.

It is only by in- 
creasing the national income, and 
increasing the number of people 
who receive their income through 
jrivate wages, that we can hope to 
attain, anything resembling secur- 
ty in America. A rising national 
ncome—just a cold phrase in Jt- 
>elf—is an objective worth striving 
or because, to me, it means good 
homes, a decent education, and a 
:enuine security for the families 
f America. 
I propose to discuss some of the 
pecific problems related to gov- 
rnment and business whose solu- 
ion would insure substantial pro- 
gress on our road to economic re- 
overy. 


Lack of Confidence

Among many business men there 


exists a widespread lack of conti- 


ence, I am prepared to accept that] 
rembc, nor would I underrate itsj 
importance. Lack of business conli- 
dence is and has been a bad stub- 
born fact, and may be as real a de-

They are the periods 


when producer and consumer cred- 
it is expanding, and resulting pur- 
chasing power keeps men employed, 
wheels turning and overhead costs 
low. 


But there are other times when 


business self-nourishment is insuf- 
ficient The result is idle men, idle 
machines, high overhead costs, low 
profits. When this occurs, govern- 
ment must help. 


Until the 1929 depression, we al- 


ways had a pump priming supple- 
ment to private enterprise that did 
not cost business anything in visible 
taxes. That support to private en- 
terprise was frVe land that came out 
of the public domain, high protec- 
tive tariff for the industries of the 
east, or an extraordinary business 
stimulant during the war days, paid 
for in the war debt, or foreign trade 
stimulation before 1929 paid for in 
investors' losses in foreign bonds. 


From 1921 to 1929, business proved 


self-nourishing, although the nour- 
ishment was of such a character as 
to result in rather acute 
illness. 


Since 1929, business has been inad-

ficance from a number of points of

Then from the point of view of 
imsiness, this policy has a special 
nterest, in that it aims at restora- 
tion of business health through in- 
crease of business activity. 


Business men and industrialists 


will understand the policy more 
readily than will editors or even 
jankers. Business men know that 
i minimum volume is necessary to 
break even on fixed expense. Prices 
can be raised only so much; ex- 


er. 


I cannot have missed the eye of 


any business man how much has 
been accomplished in solving the 
utility problem within two weeks 
after the constitutional lawyers of 
the utilities had finally been told 
that they did not know what they 
had been talking out. 


I believe that electricity should 


be in the home of every family, 
the rules under which that elec- 
tric power is to be generated and 
distributed — the place of govern- 
ment in the whole enterprise — 
are questions that surely can be 
resolved. 


I find 
some utility executives 


convinced that much of the past de- 
velopment within the industry was 
thoroughly bad—and they are anx- 
ious to see eye-to-eye with the gov- 
ernment on a permanent policy. 


A Generous Peace 


There has been no indication that 


government wishes to own and op- 
erate all the utilities of this coun- 
try. Rather do I see the govern- 
ment determined to write rules ade- 
quately protecting all the people- 
to help make cheap electricity avail- 
able to every one and to ban un- 
holy profits from watered stock. In 
making the T.V.A. peace, the gov- 
ernment demonstrated its good will 
by settling on generous terms. It 
struck a peace, that will be a last- 
ing and good peace, because it is a 
generous peace. 


I realize fully how often a gesture 


of practical concession by the gov- 
ernment will time and again be 
seized upon by a minority element 
as .the sign that the government is 
on the run. We will have to expect 
some such bad manners, but we will 
take them in our stride because that 
is part of the job of being a public 
servant.

business is the labor problem. I 
want to make it perfectly clear that 
I believe in labor unions. I believe 
they are the best protection against 
the unfair treatment of labor. I 
believe that collective bargaining 
establishes conditions of work on a 
more decent basis than does indi- 
vidual bargaining. 


Many problems of industrial re- 


lations are yet to be solved, but the 
advances made in recent years have 
given us the fundamental principles 
on which to work. It now remains 
to put these* principles into action. 
Business should accept in good faith 
the approach and the machinery of 
collective bargaining. Labor on its 
own side faces responsibilities and' 
obligations. The government has 
strengthened labor's position with 
new laws not only as to wages and 
hours, but also to guarantee col- 
lective bargaining. Labor's con- 
tribution to a rising; national income 
must be tolerance and fairness in 
reaching just agreements with em- 
ployers. Labor must fully realize 
that under 'our economic system, 
business men have to make money 
to hire workers. 


It is up to employers and employ- 


ees alike to make collective bar- 
gaining work, and that means ex- 
tending every effort toward peace- 
ful settlement of controversies. Both 
business and labor want to move 
toward prosperity, but nothing can 
stop this more surely than wide- 
spread and prolonged labor con-

I should not leave the subject 


of labor without commenting up- 
on the new outlook of the business 
men with whom I have talked on 
the question of labor relations. For 
the most part they are looking at 
wages, hours and bargaining in the 
spirit of today rather than in the 
spirit of a generation ago. 


Help For Farmers 


For many decades, business as a 


whole has been insensitive and un- 
sympathetic to the problems and 
aspirations of the farmer. In spite 
of the distressed condition of agri- 
culture in the twenties, the con- 
tribution of business and govern- 
ment was negligible. 
Since 1933 


there has been much sincere effort 
with business cooperation to tackle 
the problems of the farmer. No 
simple or final solution has been 
found, and we must recognize that, 
although there has been great im- 
provement in the relative position 
of agriculture since 1932, neverthe- 
less, people living in many sections 
of rural America are less well off 
than people living in cities and 
towns. 


The prosperity of agriculture is 


more important than just the mat- 
ter of products and markets. The 
increase in our population is now 
coming largely from the nation's 
farms. 
Our farm homes receive 


less than 10 per cent of the national 
income, and on that they must 
bring up about 30 per cent of the 
nation's children. Here is the most 
important crop raised on the farm. 
What it will amount to depends in 
part upon the economic resources 
available to the homes in which 
these children live. 


My experience has convinced me 


that there can be no solution to our 
problem of unemployment in the 
cities until the farmer regains his 
proper economic position in relation 
to the rest of the nation's popula- 
tion. 


There is one form of government 


aid to business to which I take par- 
ticular exception. I have had some 
experience with 
special interest 


groups seeking to obtain govern- 
ment favor by the application of 
pressure, brute or delicate. This is 
an inevitable characteristic of a 
democracy, but the fact remains that 
government action can only be jus- 
tified .when it is'in the general pub- 
lic interest. The government should 
not be asked to lend its powers to 
the promotion of legislation design- 
ed by one group of business men 
seeking to profit at the expense of 
another group. Legislation should 
be confined to protecting certain 
types of business from the unfair 
practices of others. The competi- 
tive battles of business should be 
waged in the market place under 
rules which will safeguard business 
health. Business enterprises should 
progress by seeking the favor of

Help Small Business 


On the other hand, certain types 


of enterprise need sympathetic aid 
by the government. For many years, 
we thought of steel as being a most 
reliable barometer of business con- 
ditions. Today^we have what is per- 
haps a better" guide — the opera- 
tions of the so-called small business 
men. In cities and towns and vil- 
lages the hundreds of thousands of 
small enterprises constitute the very 
backbone of our national, industrial 
and economic life. Upon the com- 
bined thinking and planning and 
action of those men depends to a 
large degree the prosperity and wel- 
fare of America. It is upon their 
vision and ingenuity and confidence 
and their ability to merchandise 
and promote and sell that much of 
our manufacturing, 
mining and 


transportation depends. Their oper- 
ations affect the number of work- 
ers which any manufacturer can 
employ. Therefore, one of my prin- 
cipal interests as secretary of com- 
merce will be to see that the re- 
sources of the government are par- 


ticularly directed toward aldin, 
these small enterprises. 


I would like to start my discussion 


of foreign trade and business b; 
saying tbat the reciprocal -trad 
treaties negotiated by Secretary 
Hull provide an admirable frame 
work for the extention of our for 
cign commerce. 


In the last analysis, there are som< 


very simple propositions that-ari 
at the root of foreign trade. 'Oni 
of these is that we cannot sell unless 
we also buy. All of the learned 
phraseology on the subject can b< 
boiled down to this: Trade, domes 
tic or foreign, consists of swapping 
things that xve have for things tha 
we want. Other things being even 
anything that encourages trade is a 
good thing, and anything that "dis- 
courages trade is a bad thing. I re- 
peat "that this is a simple and easy 
analysis of the matter, but "like 
many simple analyses it leaves 
many things that are difficult and 
troublesome. 


We must recognize that today 


foreign trade is being used by some 
countries as a vehicle to suppor 
political and cultural penetration 
Unless we acquisce in such pene- 
tration we must be prepared to 
meet quality, quantity and price on 
such a basis as to get the business 
Competition of this character is a 
cherished tradition of American 
business, and I suspect we have 
both the talent and energy to ap- 
ply. It in the new setting of the 
international scene. 


Period of Destiny 


Events all over the world are 


strengthening day by day the presi- 
dent's prediction that this genera- 
tion has a rendezvous with destiny 
What the American people hole 
in their hands today is the destiny 
of our democratic way of life. 
In 


this tradition there are values anc 
forces and possibilities which can 
not be measured in any system o: 
business accounting. I am refer- 
ring to faith, to love of country, to 
the realizable dream 
of a stil 


greater nation which can — if we 
will it so — find through mutual- 
ity and fair play a prosperity anc 
happiness that will be the marvel 
of the world. Such a nation might 
in fact be the example that would 
lead the world back to sanity and 
peace. 


The ancient 
Stoic x philosophers 


had a saying, "no man is so like 
unto himself as each is like to all," 
that seems to be, the essence of the 
democratic principle. 
Above all, 


it is the essence of the American 
system. Whatever difference may 
exist between Americans can not 
obscure our fundamental unity — 
our unity of purpose and unity of 
action. 


At a time when reason and mu- 


tual respect seems to 
have 
fled 


from large areas of the earth, it is 
well for us to remember our na- 
tional unity and be grateful. 


We have all dedicated ourselves 


to the maintenance — the success- 
ful maintenance — of our Ameri- 
can system of free enterprise. We 
believe that no other system is 
compatible with the dignity of hu- 
man life, and that no other sys- 
tem can Ion? enlist the devotion, 
the talents and the resourcefulness 
of all the people. America is as 
rich in these resources of the mind 
and the spirit as she is rich in the 
resources of the soil. 


At m- time in our history has the 


need been greater to conserve all 
of our resources — human and ma- 
terial. And so the preservation of 
our system of free enterprise is no 
longer simply the American dream; 
it is the American Imperative. It is 
imperative that freedom, of oppor- 
tunity be maintained for all who 
can contribute to our national well- 
being. It is imperative that the re- 
sponsibilities, and the benefits as 
well, of our industrial system be 
broadly shared, so that the success 
of the system will enlist the loyal- 
ty, the energies and the capacities 
of a free and united people. 


It is clear to me tbat a returning 


increase in production can not be 
accomplished without a substantial 
increase in private investment. I 
have tried to indicate tonight that 
the government is desirous of doing 


•verythinr It can to create aa en- 
vlroanent In which private lavett-

If ther* had been the time I 


could have Indicated Held* other 
than utilities — such as private 
housing 'and railroads — which of- 
fer substantial opportunities for the 
use of capital goods. I say It is our 
desire to create an environment in 
which private capital' will be en- 
couraged to invest. I further state 
that I am convinced that this en- 
vironment can 'become a reality 
without compromising the great re- 
forms which stand as the hall- 
marks, ot this administration's en- 
lightened program. 


'Repeats Statement 


If I were to s-««i up the govern- 


ment's attitude towards business. 
it would be to repeat a statement 
that I made' last summer, when I 
said: 


"J can say from .personal knowl- 


edge that the 'government is not, 
and never has been, opposed to 
business. It has not desire what- 
ever to harass -or punish business. 
It fully' realizes that business must 
succeed, and must be able to work 
with government, if 'our economic 
system is to be preserved. It seeks 
an understanding and a meeting of 
minds, not only as to present points 
of • conflict, • but • as 
to methods 


which will assure for the future, 
on the one hand, justice and fair- 
dealing to all the people, and on the 
other, ' the confidence, success and 
legitimate profits of legitimate bus- 
iness enterprise. It has no quarrel 
with business merely because it is 
big; but big or little, it— the gov- 
ernment — intends to prevent prac 
tices which do violence to the ef 
fective working of our economic 
system." 


I* have attempted tonight to in- 


dicate very briefly some of the im- 
portant relationships between gov- 
ernment and business. 


I have tried to state as forcefully 


as I can that it is our determination 
to make every move we know how 
to promote recovery and get peo- 
ple back to work on private jobs. 


That is the beginning and end o: 


our problem. To solve it we must 
attack realistically and at once cer- 
tain specific phases whose adjust- 
ment will tend to move us on our

I have indicated.that insofar as 


the relation between private util- 
ities and the government can be 
clarified. I and other members o; 
the administration arc desirous of 
doing everything we reasonably can 
to make such clarification possible 


We wish to be fair — we wish to 


reasonable and we believe thai 


with good will on both sides we 
can accomplish our twin objectives; 
letting more and cheaper electricity 
to the American people and putting 
more men to work in the utility in- 
dustries. 


I feel that competition from the 


lighways and airways has diverted 
raffic from our railroads and has 
made the problem of rehabilitation 
of these roads immediate and press- 
ng. The railroads arc, and must be 
sustained as essential 
arteries of 


commerce and must be ready for 
use as part of our national defense 


Rehabilitation of the railroads and 


relating them to our present and fu- 
ure economy is not a simple mat- 
er. Indeed it is probably <one of 
he most difficult of all problems 
o solve — but I am firmly convinc- 
ed that until it is solved, it is diffi- 
cult to hope for anything like a 
omplete 
recovery in 
America, 


"herefore, the solution should be 
explored and explored at once in 
the interest of labor, the investor, 
management and the public. 


Need More Houses 


While we have made splendid 
irogress in breaking, the jam of 
lousing, we have a long way to go. 
Hundreds of thousands 
of homes 


leed to be built and surely we have 
be resourcefulness and imagina- 
ion to develop plans to build them, 
am firmly convinced tbat if we 
ould find a way to break the log 
am of private investment in the 
leld of utilities, railroads, and hous- 
ng. we will have gone a long way 
owards taking the essential steps to 
iltimate recovery. 
The government earnestly wishes 
hat these things be accomplished, 
nd we ask that labor, the farmer 
nd business men join us not across, 
ut on the same side of the table 


accomplish our common "pur- 


ose. 
Some people may think we can 


maintain a democracy in this coun- 
ry indefinitely with 10 million un- 


employed. I don't. If 
other motivation other 
deep love of freedom.

Now, both of these moves were 


discussed at the cabinet meeting 
which took place before President 
Roosevelt went away on. his trip to 
the Caribbean. Unfortunately, the 
brief remarks which the president 
made at his informal press confer- 
ence on the train were not ampli- 
fied sufficiently to make clear tse 
lar-reaching significance of the 
pew policy. That's why the secre- 
tary of the treasury's public state- 
ment has had such a stimulating 
effect on the security markets. It 
made definite what had previousJy 
been vague. 


This problem of new taxes means 


not only that no further levies are 
planned, but that there may be 
some revisions or adjustments 01 
ihe tax laws to operate as an incen- 
tive lo business. Certain kinds of 
tax legislation are almost always 
before congress, and there is a bil 
pending to renew certain miscel 
laneous taxes which were due to 
expire.

Fear of Taxes 


The remcval of fear concerning

To say there is not 
ing to be any general upward re- 
vision of taxes is to give business 
men a feeling of stability on that

But what of the other policies 


which so often are cited by busi-

tempted to deal with these in his 
first formal address since he took 
over the department of commerce. 
His speech has in it thfe tone of 
friendliness and cooperation which 
his predecessor, Daniel Roper, used 
right along.

Clapper Says Court Cleanup 


Comes Not a Moment Too Soon

Washington—Attorney General Murphy's campaign to clean up th« 


courts comes not a moment too soon, because while we have worked our* 
selves up into a lather over democracy in Europe, we see our courU-— 
he citadels of democratic justice—wallowing in a sickening mirt of 
politics, chiseling and even worse. 


Right here, within a few blocks of the departmtnt 


of justice, there is a federal court scandal involving 
the bribing of deputy marshals and jury fixing. 


Lawyers practicing regularly in Washington com- 


plain privately that attaches of federal courts her* 
have in some instances mooched "loans" from them. 
They report a good deal of practically compulsory 
Christmas giving from lawyers to minor court em- 
ployes.

Not long ago federal deputies in another locality, 


transporting a group of prisoners, became intoxicated 
and had to be taken care of by the prisoners. • 


Such conditions have led Attorney General Murphy 


to appeal to congress to place court attaches under 
civil service. 


Those conditions reflect careless standards among 


Kaymond Clapper (he judges under whose noses they occur. They reflect 
a lax atmosphere. Judges are stern enough in throwing out newspaper 
photographers to protect the dignity of their courts while their deputy 
marshals are mooching on lawyers practicing before them. 


Much of this traces back to the fact that both judges and court attache* 


are political appointees. The judiciary is one of the richest o£ all plum 
rees. Federal judgeships are regard- ] 
ed as political loot and are kept so 
by United States senators, many of 
whom were frantic in their protests 
against the Roosevelt court-enlarge- 
ment plan as a threat to the inde- 
pendence of the judiciary. The re- 
cent refusal of the senate to con- 
firm Judge Roberts of Virginia was 
not a fight over principle or "the 
independence of the judiciary. It 
was simply a political patronage 
light Senators Glass and Byrd beat 
a judge because he belonged to the 
opposite political faction in Virginia.

AS COLLEGE INCOME SHRINKS 
Failure to increase the rate of private 


endowment constitutes a threat to the in- 
tellectual integrity of American universi- 
ties and colleges "day after tomorrow." 
This is the considered opinion of Dr. Stan- 
ley King, businessman president of Am- 
herst College, expressed at a convention 
of faculty and students of the University 
of Rochester. Loss of academic freedom 
through the taking of government sub- 
sidy is the alternative, Mr. King fears. 


The problem is not so much a tenden- 


cy by wealthy friends and alumni to fail 
to remember the scats of higher learning 
in their wills,, i£ not in their lifetime; it 
is rather the diminishing return on in- 
vested funds because1"©! shrinkage in the 
interest rate. To date the position of most 
privately endowed institutions is "sound,"» 
Dr. King finds, despite the fact that return 
on endowment is off one-third. 
But he 


foresees the time when the colleges may 
not be able to pay their own way. 
That 


is because of deficit financing by govern- 
ment, which the future will have to pay 
for and thereby cut down its income. 
Dr. King offers no panacea for the situa- 
tion—"It's just the way things are"—but 
he bids the colleges be alert lest the need 
for government aid subject them to gov- 
ernment restraint in the name of super- 
vision. 


It is easy enough to shrug off such a 


warning as unjustified.

ment shackle the teaching of science and 
history, say? 
Well, -the Scopes trial is 


not of recent, but of still pungent mem- 
ory.

ward child, held in the same grade, 
or sent to coaching groups, pressed 
to do what he is not ready to do, 
and will not be able to do for a 
year or so. This experience is 
enough to frighten him and make 
school distasteful to him forever. 
Keep the records straight and give 
the child all the time that is coming 
to him. He needs it

To tell much of the story of my 


life would take a great deal of 
space. Perhaps I shall write it in a 
book some day, but I haven't had 
time to. do that yet There have 
been many adventures in the years 
I have lived, and I expect more in 
ths years to come. I hope, howev- 
er, I won't come near so near dying 
as I did in Ceylon a year or so ago. 
after I had fallen ill with a tropical 
disease! 
i suppose this is as good a time 


as any to tell more about that ill- 
ness. I mentioned it in my round- 
the-world stories during the trip, 
but did not tell how serious it was 
or. how long it lasted. I thought 
readers would not be much inter- 
ested in getting a "sickness report" 
for thirty-nine days! During at least 
seven of those days, it seemed as 
if I were very close to "Davey 
Jones' locker" 


It started just as I was begin- 


ning to cross the Indian Ocean. 
Reaching Colombo, Ceylon a week 
later, I was carried in a stretcher 
to a motorboat which had come out 
to the place where the steamer 
was anchored. On shore I was pul 
in an ambulance and taken to a 
hospital 


There I lay for four and a half 


weeks, and most of the time I was 
"starved" as part of the treatment, 
I was allowed to have rice water, 
white of egg. and chicken broth 
without any chicken in it, but no 
solid food and no milk. 


I did not mind the food for a 


while, but by and by I could hardly 
stand it Since leaving the hos- 
pitaL I haven't had Chicken broth 
a single time, and I won't mind 
if I never taste it again. 


Half the nurses at the hospital 


were men. Like most other men in 
the Orient, they wore skirts reach- 
ing down to their ankles. They 
walked about the hospital in the'r 
bare feet They were Buddhists. 
and those who cared for me were 
gentle and kindly. 


On the hospital bed, I kept think- 


ing of my readers. I could not 
sit up lor a long time, but wrote 
stories in a notebook while lyins 
down. I had the stories typed and 
messenger took them to the post- 
office and sent them by air mail. 


When at last I was let out of the 


hospital, I weighed 
about 
the 


same as I did when I was 16 years 
oltL During my journey from Cey- 
lon to Singapore. China. Japan and 
Canada. I gained back the pounds 
I had lost Today I am in good 
health, but now and then I think 
of the time I was wasting away in 
the Ceylon hospital. 


As to the question about my "in- 


formation." I shall try to answer 
it next Saturday.
